KENTUCKY'S TREASURY SHORT 
AGAIN. 


Capt. Sharpe’s Books Not Satisfac- 
tory to the Experts—A Chief 
Deputy Who Was Drowned 
is Suspected.

‘CHICAGO, May 29.—A special from Lex- 
ington, Ky., says that when ex-Collector 
J. Hull Davidson's books were found to 
de short a few weeks ago it caused a 
sensation and nearly resulted in Dbiood- 
shed. The experts who found the short- 
age now announce that the present City 
Collector, Capt. S. D. Sharp, who suc- 
ceeded Dick Tait as Treasurer of Ken- 
tucky, bas a shortage in bis books of 
$19,253. 

W. P. Welch, who was chief deputy un- 
der both Davidson and Sharp, is believed 
to have taken the money. He was 
drowned last summer and from the fact 
that he made no effort to save himself 
and made no outcry, coupled with the in- 
vestigation of his books which was about 
to be set on foot, many persons thought 
he committed suicide. He carried over 
$30,000 life insurance which has been col- 
lected. 


The Death of Gomez. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—A special to the 
Herald from Santiago, Cuba, says that it 
is officially announced here that Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, the leader of the Cuban 
revolutionists, died on Friday on the 
Quirch plantation near Baire. His death 
is said to be the result of wounds in the 
right cheek, received in the battle of 
Dos Rios.

THE THIRD OFFICER'S STORY. 


A Sudden Break im the Machinery Monday 
Night—The Steamer Sinks Rapidly — 
Contasion and Wild Dis- 
order on Board.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—The steam- 
ship Colima, with 182 persons aboard, in- 
cluding passengers and crew, foundered 
off the coast of Mexico on Monday. Four- 
teen passengers and five members of the 
crew reached Manzanillo, Mex., yesterday 
and gave the fret information of the ves- 
sel's fate. ‘Whether the remainder of the 
passengers aud erew escaped in small boats 
or went down With the ship is not known. 

Definite but weager information of the 
disaster was fe@celved at 12 o'clock last 
night by R. BY Schwerin, general man- 
ager and vice-president of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship y, to which corporation 
the steame?. 


fomed Schwerin that a bogt containing 


*fourteen passengers and five members of 

the crew of the steamer reached Man- 
zanillo yesterday and gave the startling in- 
formation that the Colima had foundered 
the day before not far from that port. 

The Colima sailed from San Francisco 
on May 18 for Pamana and way ports. 
She carried 112 passengers, forty in the 
cabin and twenty-six whites and forty- 
six Chinese in the steerage.. The officers 
and crew numbered seventy, making, in 
all, 182 people on board the steamer. 

Alexander Center, general agent of the 
company, says he is confident that other 
boats will come in, but if there was any 
loss of life it will be impossible to give 
a Tull list of the dead, as on her way 
down the vessel doubtless picked up other 
Passengers in addition to those that she 
took from this city. 

The first information of the loss of the 
steamer reached this city in a’ dispatch 
received by H. E. Alfred Railton, a book- 
keeper in the office of the Pacific Mail 
Steamehip Company. The dispatch con- 
‘tained the following brief statement: 

Da ved: wire father. RICHARDSON.” 
Richardson was the storekeeper om the 
Colima, and was one of the few at this 
time known to have escaped from the nk 
ing vessel alive. He is a close friend of 
Book-keeper Railton, and sent the dis- 
patch to Railton as he knew better than 
any one else in this city how to com- 
municate the tidings to his father. 

When Railton received the dispatch, he 
went to the Merchants’ Exchange to cor- 
roborate the news of the vessel's loss, but 
failed to obtain any information there. 
The Merchants“ Exchange had received no 
advices from Manzanillo, and the informa- 
tion contained in the dispatch received 
by the Pacific Mail book-keeper was re- 
garded as a most startling piece of infor- 
mation. A few moments later a telegram 
was received from the company’s agent 
at ‘Manzanillo to the effect that the ship 
had gone down and that fourteen pas- 
sengers and five of the crew had reached 
shore in a small boat. 

The Pacific Mail officials have received 
no further information beyond the dis- 
patch from Capt. Pitts of the San Juan 
giving the list of those saved. The very 
latest dispatch from Mazatlan, via New 
York, says: The accident vecurred at 
about 11:15 o’clock; 160 missing.” <A 
cipher word that is not exactly under- 
stood by the steamship people niay 
change the wording of the message as 
regards the time. The following mes- 
sage has been received from the agent of 
the Fireman’s Fund Insurance Company 
at Manzanilla: Am ready to proced to 
the scene of the Colima disaster. Urgent 
need of some one caring for the San 
Francisco underwriters’ interest. Can 
obtain divers here.” 

The inference here is that the veszel 
struck on a rock. The insurance board 
held a meeting today, but took no action. 
The agent at Manzanilla will be not ined 
what to do tomorrow. 

Just how many of the passengers were 
aboard the vessel when the accident oc- 
curred which sent her to the bottom can- 
not be ascertained at present. The ves- 
sel stops at Mazatland and Sat Blas be- 
fore reaching Manzanillo, and passengers 
were landed and taken on at both ports. 
The corrected passenger list can only be 
made out after the names of the passen- 
gers who went ashore or boarded the ves- 
sel at 8 two ports are received by 


egrapo. 
The Colima was due at Manzanillo on 
Sunday, the 26th inst. The dispatches 


day, the 27th, off Manzanillo, which 
would indicate that probably some acci- 
dent to the machinery occurred which re- 
tarded the progres of the vessel and pre- 
vented her from reaching the port o 


ficers of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany do not believe the vessel struck a 
hidden ledge. They are more inclined to 
think that the cause of the disaster was 
an accident to the machinery. They are 

that the officers and crew did 
their duty when the trying moment came, 
and believe that the loss of life, will prove 
to be much less than is at present feared. 
The vessel had six life-boats which hung 
from davits, ready to be launched at a 
moment's notice, and it is thought that 


matter how rapidly the vessel sank. The 
telegram received by Schwerin only ac- 
counts for one boat, and the fact that 
more had not arrived at Manzanillo at the 
time the dispatch was sent ie the only 
i that the loss of life may bave 
been very great. 5 

The Colima was a single- screw pro- 
peller with iron hull. She was built in 
1873 at Ohester, Pa., by John Roach & 
Sons. Her tonnage was 2909.64 
2143.85 met; ber horsepower 1100 
apeed 11% knote. This was ber one hun- 
dred and twenty-ninth voyage to Panama. 
She carried about 2000 tons of cargo val- 
uel at $103,000. 


LATER ADVICES. 


SAN FRANCISOO, May 29.—Only mea- 
ger and uneatisfactory advices have been 
received here today regarding the founder- 
ing of the Pacific Mail Company's steamer 
Colima near Manzanillo, Mex., on Monday 
night. The officials of the Pacific Mail 
persist in the statement that they have 
received no notification of the wreck of 
the steamer and they have tried to dis- 
credit entirely the statement of the dis- 
aster. Several dispatches have been re- 
ceived by the Merchants’ Exchange and 
by private shipping firms, all 
the tale of the ocean tragedy and varying 
only in the minuteness of the information 
conveyed. 

Capt. Pitts of the steamer San Juan tel- 
egraphed this morning that he had picked 
up a boat containing nineteen persons. 
fourteen of whom were passengers and 
five ‘members of the crew of the Colima. 
The rescued boatload was taken to Man- 
zanillo and then the steamer San Juan 
started out again in search of other boats 
from the Colima, the presumption being 
that the balance of the passengers and 
crew were afloat in the other seven boats 
of the Colima.

They say that the steamer had six good 
boats, and if one could keep afloat all 
should do likewise. 

Small boats could easily land passen- 
gers along the coast. At this time of year 
the surface of the ocean is as smooth 
as a milipond in that locality. Any kind 
of a boat should ride safely. The Colima 
was commanded by some of the oldest 
and most experienced officers in the serv- 
ice. The official making the foregoing 
Statement added that he believed the Col- 
ima went down between San Blas and Man- 
zanillo in sight of land, perhaps not more 
— . * from shore, so that the 

s should have landed all passengers 
within two hours. 

The company’s officials say they cannot 
account for the disaster unless an earth- 
quake had thrown up a reef and the Co- 
lima ran against it. 

STILL WAITING FOR NEWS.

Services Over the Coffin of 
Gresham. 


They Take Place in Public in the 
East Room of the White 
House. 


Military Funeral for the Dead Gen- 
eral—President Cleveland Ac- 
companies the Remains 
to Chicago. .

of Secretary Gresham, accompanied by 
President Cleveland and every member of 
his Cabinet and the Secretary's family, 
left Washington at 12:15 o'clock on a spe- 
cial train for Chicago, where the final 
interment will take place tomorrow. In 
life Secretary Gresham had loved most 
the military career of his ardent youth, 
and of all his titles had been the fond- 
est of that of general, which he had won 
upon the battlefield. In death he was 
wrapped in the Stars and Stripes, and was 
given a soldier's funeral. 

The whole city mourned the nation’s 
loss. Every department of the govern- 
ment was closed: every flag in Washing- 
ton was at half-nmiast. All the regular 
troops in and about Washington, cavalry, 
artillery and infantry, escorted the re- 
mains to the railway station. Mrs. Gres- 
ham, the stricken widow, was so overcome 
by her grief that she was unable to at- 
tend the services at the White House. 
The casket was borne to the Executive 
Mansian through the files of military and 
deposited in the East Room, President 
Cleveland and his Cabinet as honorary 
pall-bearers, accompanying the remains 
thither. The East Room had been draped 
with a profusion of American flags and 
decorated with palms and potted flowers. 
The black catafalque and the black seal 
rug on which it rested were banked with 
the rarest and most beautiful flowers. 
The assemblage was of the most distin- 
guished character. All the members of 
the diplomatic corps in full court costume 
resplendent with decorations and many 
of them stiff with gold lace and braid, 
the officers of the army and navy in bril- 
Want uniforms, and all the high civil offi- 
cials of the government, the President 


and his net, the ot the Su- 
preme C > Senators,” es 
and other dignitaries and their wives 


were present to ad their last tribute to 
the honored dead. 

All were profoundly moved by the atm- 
plicity of the service. It consisted merely 
of reading of the funeral service of 
the Methodist Episcopal church by Bishop 
Hurst, a personal friend of the dead Sec- 
retary. When the benediction was said, 
the strains of Cardinal Newman's beauti- 
ful bymn, Lead, Kindly Light,” trem- 
bled on the air and it was over. With 
bowed heads those present took 4 long, 
last look at the well-known features and 
departed. As the funeral cortege emerged 
from the White Mouse grounds, the long 
etretch of cavalry with their heavy yellow 
plumes, the artillery and infantry drawn 
up along the avenue, saluted, and the 
scarlet-coated Marine Band played 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee.“ The mili- 
tary then took their places under com- 
mand of Maj.-Gen. Ruger and slowly led 
the way down the avenue to the station, 
preceded by a band of forty pieces 
mounted on heavy horses. 

There were four troops of cavalry from 
Fort Meyer, the Marine Corps from the 
navy-yard, three companies of infantry, 
four batteries from the Washington bar- 
racks and four batteries from Fort Meyer, 
in all about 1500 men. As they swung 
down the avenue to the solemn strains of 
the funeral dirge, the sidewalks and every 
available bit of space in the windows 
overlooking the avenue were lined with 
people. As they heard the muffled drums 
and saw the flags, the multitude was awed 
and reverently lifted their bats as thé 
cortege passed. While the casket was be- 
ing conveyed to the train the Marine 
Band played Safe in the Arms of Jesus.” 
As the funeral train left the station, the 
military separated and the city became 
quiet and its streets almost deserted. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON May 29.—Before 8 
o’clock this morning floral tributes to the 
late Secretary Gresham began to arrive 
at the annex to the Arlington, in which 
the remains of the Secretary of State lay. 
Most of the floral pieces, however, were 
sent to the White House, where che serv- 
ices were to be held. Mrs. Gresham, 
broken in spirits, exhausted by long vigils 
and overcome with grief, was in sucn a 
nervous state that her daughter and son 
prevailed upon her not to undertake the 
trying ordeal of attending the serves at 
the White House at 8:30 o'clock, there- 
fore the doors were all closed, and the 
stricken family was left alone with the 
dead. For almost thirty :ninutes they 
remained taking the last leave. 

Meantime, preparations were being 
made without for a military burial. At 
9 o’clock the doors to the room where 
the remains lay were opened end the {am- 
ily retired to rear apartments. Mrs. 
Gresham in an agony of grief, was almost: 
carried from the room by her son, Otto. 
and her daughter, Mrs. Andrews. Soon 
after this the carriages containing 
members of the Cabinet began atr‘ving. 
At 9:15 o’clock President Cleveland er- 
rived in the White House carrieze, ac- 
companied by Col. Wilson. The crowd 
craned their necks and a few camera en- 
thusiasts, who seemed unconscious of the 
solemnity of the occasion, attempted to 
secure snapshots. The President were a 
black frock coat. He looked tar from 
well, and descended the broad stone steps 
with some difficulty. 

At 9:30 o’clock five red-coated trumpet- 
ers marched up Lafayette Place and sta- 
tioned themselves outside with the 
mounted police to give the signal when 
the cortege departed Thirty seconds 
later the hearse, drawn by two black 
horses, drew up. Presently the members 
of the Cabinet, in the order of their rank, 
acting as honorary pall-bearers, descended 
the steps and stood with uncovered heads 
while the eight artillerymen varried the 
casket with slow and solemn ‘tread be- 
tween them. The casket was shrouded 
completely in folds of American flags. 
The Stars and Stripes could be hardly 
discerned for the flowers banked upon the 
casket.

& Co., and Girvin, Baldwin & Byre. The

OUR WONDERFUL COUNTRY. 


PRAISE FROM MULHALL, THE 
ENGLISH STATISTICIAN. 


Nothing in Ancient or Modern Times 
to Compare With the Mechani- 
cal and Intellectual Force 
of the United States. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—The English sta- 
tistlelan, Michael G. Muthall, publishes in 
the June number of the North American 
Review, just issued, an article on “The 
Power and Wealth of the United States.” 

Mulhall's conclusion is that if we take 
@ survey of mankind in ancient or modern 
dimes, as rewards the physical, mechanical 
and intellectual foree of nations, we find 
nothing to compare with the United States 
in this present year of 1895, and that the 
United States possesses by far the great- 
est productive power in the world.” He 
asserts that the absolute effective force 
ot the American people is now more than 
three times what it was in 1860, and that 
the United States almost as 
much energy as Great Britain, Germany 
and France collectively, and the ratio 
falling to each American is more than 
what two Englishmen or Germans have 
at their disposal. 

He points out by a careful comparison 
between the conditions in these different 
countries that an ordinary farmhand in 
the United States raises as much grain as 
three in England, four in France, five in 
Germany or six in Austria. One man in 
America can produce as much flour as 
will feed 250, whereas as in Europe one 
man feeds only thirty persons. Mulhall 
calls especial attention to the fact that 
the intellectual power of the great repub- 
lic is in harmony with the industrial and 
mechanital, 87 per cent. of the total pop- 
ulatlon 2 8 years of age being able to 
read and write. 

“It may be fearlessly asserted,” said 
he, that in the history of the human 
race, no nation possessed 41,- 
000,000 instruct citigens.”” 

The writer sets forth in regard to the 
growth of the wealth of the United States 
that the average annual increment from 
1821 to 1890 was 901 miliards of dollars, 
which sum ds one milliard over the total 
wealth of Great Britain. In classifying the 
whole wealth of the Union under the 
heads of urban ‘and rural, he finds that 
rural agricultural wealth bas only quad- 
rupled in forty years, while; urban weaith 
has multiplied sixteen-fold. In an im- 
portant series of figures, it is shown that 
the rise in wealth and the increase in 
wages came almost hand in hand.“ 

In dealing with the development of farm 
values, Mulhall makes the following state- 
ment: “If the United States had no urban 
population or industries whatever, the ad- 
vance of agricultural interests would be 
enough to claim the admiration of man- 
kind, for it has no parallel in history.”

CTROUNA, May 29.—(By Atiantic Cable.)

Brilliant Spectacle at Epsom Downs.

EPSOM DOWNS, May 29.—(By Atina- 
tic Cable.) Sir Visto won the Derby. 
There were fifteen starters. Sir Visto is 
owned by Lord Rosebery. 8. Loates rode 
Sir Visto. T. Cannon’s Curson, ridden by 
Challoner, was second; Sir J. Bundell 
Maple’s Kirk Connell, ridden by Brad- 
ford, was third. 
There were fifteén starters as follows: 
Beck Hampton, Curson, Gallopion, Sir 
Kirk Connell, The Owl, Laveno, Levar, 
Raconteur, Sir Visto, Slowstep, Solaro, 
Chibeabos, The Brook, Villeres and Bal- 
vington. The betting et the start was 9 
to 1 against Visto, 31 to 1 against Our- 
son, 100 to 8 against Kirk Connell. Bras- 
seus’s Chibeabos led until the horses 
were descending the hill, when Gen. Ran- 
dolph’s The Brook took a slight lead. 
On turning into the straight A. D. Coch- 
rane’s Beck Hampton took up the run- 
ning, followed. by Cannon’s Curson, but 
inside the distance Lord Rosebery’s Sir 
Visto came along with a rattle, and won 
in 2:43 2-5. Fairies’s Solaro was fourth. 
Lord Rosebery won the Derby of 1894 
with Ladas. 2 

Sir Visto, the Derby winner, was trained 
by Matt Dawson. He ran well in the 
2000 guineas, but was two lengths behind 
Laveno at the finish. Kirk Connell, the 
third horse, was originally the property 
of W. A. Cooper, but was purchased re- 
cently by Sir John Blundell Maple for 
5000 guineas. He won 2000 guineas and 
defeated M. McCalmont’s Raconteur and 
Lord Rosebery’s Sir Visto. This caused 
the race of today to be one of the most 
important derbies in years. All calcula- 
tions were upset by the performances of 
Kirk Connell, Sir Visto and Raconteur, 
and when Kirk Connell ran unplaced in 
the Newmarket stakes and that event was 
easily captured by another horse of Sir 
Blundell Maple’s, The Owl, the prophets 
were more at sea than ever. The vic- 
tory of Sir Visto’ was the occasion for a 
demonstration equal to that which greeted 
the victory of Lord Rosebery’s Ladas last 
year. 

The Prince of Wales was cheered when 
his two-year-old bay colt Courier, by 
Hampton, won the Caterham plate earlier 
in the day. The Caterham plate is 2000 
sovereigns for two-year-old colts and 
fillies.

MUNICIPAL REFORM 


A‘ Notable Conference at 
Cleveland. 


Reports on the Condition of Public 
Affairs in Some of the 
Great Cities. 


Address by President James C. Car- 
ter—The Status in Philadel- 
phia Reported to be 

Bad—Officers.

CLEVELAND, May 29.— Although 4 
few of the famous Americans who are on 
the programme of the first great confer- 
ence of the National Municipal League 


The meeting room of the Chamber of 
Commerce was well filled with delegates 
and prominent ditizens of Cleveland at 
3 o’clock when the convention opened. J, 
W. d. Cowles welcomed the league on de- 
half of the city, and a letter of weloome 
was read from Mayor McKissen, who is 
not in the city. Hon. James W. Carter 
of New York, the president of the league, 
made a brief response. He was followed 
by Clinton Rogers Woodruff.of Phila- 
delphia, who read a paper on “A Year's 
Work for Municipal Reform.“ 

Woodruff began by referring to the 

id progress of municipal reform, the 
—— clyic awakening and truly 
extraordinary development of interest in 
municipal affairs during the past fifteen 
months and the encouragement the move- 
ment has received. After discussing the 
success of the movement in various cities, 

No account of municipal-reform prog- 
ress would be complete without a refer- 
ence to the increasing activity and co- 
operation of women! They are rapidly 
coming to the front both in their dwn or- 
ganization, Hike the health protective as- 
sociations or women’s clubs, and in or- 
ganizations like the Civic Federation of 
Oh , of men and women. 
We find them contributing largely to the 
study of. the complex problems of the 
cities. Thete are few communities now 
that have the right of municipal suf- 
frage, hence their activity ie of presently 
limited to educational and agitatory éf- 
forte and looking after the details of 
municipal hotsekeeping. Wherever their 
efforts have been properly and persist- 
ently directed in these channels substan- 
tial results have been accomplished, for 
in these directions women have excep- 
tional capacity to judge. 

“Back of all the diversity of forms,” 
the speaker continued, we see a steady, 
resolute determination to remove the 
stigma that is resting upon American mu- 
nicipalities. It is the spinit of 1776 and 
1860 manifesting itself in a new way. Some 
of the efforts are crude; some destined to 
failure; all to temporary defects, but ad 
surely as our independence was and the 
Union is preserved, just so surely will the 
evils of municipal misgovernment be 
eventually conquered and American cities 
placed where they should be—in the very 
front rank of well-governed cities. 

“What the coming year may have in 
store for the movement cannot be fore- 
told, but of one thing we are assured— 
the whole question has come to be dis- 
cussed as never before and its importance 
has been brought home to a large number 
of those who value their political heritage 
and those interested in the country’s 
highest development. Something more 
than this, however, is necessary; 


a’ deep- 
seated determination to sacrifice every- 
thing if need be rather than permit the 


dearly-eatned lfberties and reputation 
transmitted to us to be taken from us by 
selfish incompetency and inefficiency. The 
present situation may not be so dramatic 
as that of 1776 or of 1860, but it is equally 
as portentious to the future welfare and 
maintenance of our republican States. 

“Nor are these evils limited in their 
results to the municipalities in which they 
originate. The present power consolidated 
ts found effectively available in gaining 
the control of State and Tt poli- 
tics. It becomes the predominating power 
in the State legislatures. All the legisila- 
tion Which it controle must be paid for, 
either in money or in other corrupt price. 
Its favor and support are made the easy 
paesport to power and place. 

“It would be entirely true to say that 
the present standards of the performance 
of our municipal service, even by the 
wretched crews who now have charge of 
it, move up and down in responsive con- 
formity to the indications of activity or 
inactivity, which the acknowledged and 
dreaded master, public opinion, from time 
to time exhibits, How strange it is that 
good men should ever doubt the efficiency 
of the power they possess and may easily 


employ for the correction of public 
abuses.”’

A public meeting was held in the even- 
ing at the First Methodist Church, Presi- 
dent Wilson M. Day of the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce in the chair: James 
C. Carter of New York, president of the 
National Municipal League, made his an- 
nual address, which was an interesting 
exposition of the aims of the organization. 

“Great masses of citizens,” he said, are 
in many of our largest cities uniting as 
they have never united before in political 
action, for the purpose of. purifying and 
improving municipal administration. Suc- 
cessful efforts in particular communities 
are propagating, as if by contagion, similar 
efforts in others. In short, the whole 
problem of municipal improvement is un- 
dergoing a process of development; {ts ele- 
ments, its difficulties and the ways by 
which they may be surmounted are becom- 
ing better understood, and the public con- 
viction is rapidly proceeding to manifest 
itself in the form of an extensive, deter- 
mined and imposing movement. 

We do not doubt that it is practically 
Impossible to have in a particular party 
a municipal government superior in quality 
to the general standards of morality and 
honesty prevailing among ite citizens, and 
should be well satisfied if our local gov- 
ernments came up to such Standards. We 
aim only to form a sober and reasonable 
estimate of what, in the present condition 
of human nature, is possible, and to employ 
the natural and proper means to 
carry that estimate into effect.

— California students who escape | 
dissipation and folly when young are the 
Dest students, physically and mentally, in 
the world,“ sali David Starr Jordan, pres- 
ident of Stanford University, when speak- 
ing today in reference to the gradwation 

of the first class which has passed the 

lar four-year course of the Palo Ail 
institution. The quality of students 
here has been much better than I antici- 
pated. Climatic influences in California 
are favorable to activity on the part of 
those who are ambitious te advance. The 
weak element among the students is more 
easily eltminated here than in Hastern col- 
feges. The freedom observable in Califor- 
mia, social and otherwise, has good educa- 
tional results. | 

The degree of bachelor of arts was con- 
ferred today on 168 members of the “Pi- 
oneer” class. When asked for a brief 
statement of what the university has ac- 
complished since this class began at Palo 
‘Alto, President Jordan replied: ““We. have 
done more in the way of individual edu- 
cation than apy other cofege m the 
world.“ 

As to the future of the wniversity 
President Jordan said: The only obstacle 
to its progress is the suit of the govern- 
ment and the injunction. Since Senator 
Stanford died not a dollar has come to the 
university from his estate out of the en- 
dowment. Mrs. Stanford has used about 
half of her private means to keep the in- 
stitution running. The farms here about 
Rey the taxes and cost of litigation, and 

rs. Stanford has been expending through 
me about $1000 a day to carry on the uni- 
versity. The only worry over the govern- 
ment injunction was that litigation might 
be unduly prolonged, and Mrs. Stanford's 
fortune might be exhausted before the 
suit was decided. In that event the uni- 
versity would necessarily be closed. 

“The State would be set back twenty 
years if it were closed. The belief would 
go abroad that there was ap utter lack 
of appreciation of education in California. 
I am confident that the government claim 
is without foundation and that the suit will 
be disposed of this fall, so it does not 
cause me much discomfort. When the in- 
junction is removed we will go ahead with 
Stanford’s plans, though we will not rush 
imo large expenditure right away.”

THE SEALING FLEET. 


Schooner Shelby Seized by Cutter 
Corwin and Taken to Sitka. . 
ésaociated Press Leased-wire Service. 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) May 29.—The total 
seal catch on the North Pacific Coast will 
not exceed 6000. With one or two ex- 
ceptions all the schooners that have been 
sealing on the Coast have returned, and 
their total catch as given by custom- house 
Officials is 6124, but from this has to be 
deducted 600 skins taken in the South Pa- 
cific by the schooner Director. 
The schooner Shelby, Capt. Claussen, 
seized by the United States steamer Cor- 
win, arrived this morning. The Shelby 
was boarded on May 11 off Queen Char- 
fotte Island by Capt. Hooper of the Gor- 
win. A prize crew was placed on board, 
and the echooner was taken to Sitka and 
banded over to H. M. S. Pheasant, the 
captain of which vessel ordered her to 
Victoria. The schooner was seized be- 
cause her arms were not sealed, the cap- 
tian of the Corwin not knowing that Great 
Britain had refused to renew the regula- 
tions regarding the sealing, of arms. 
Capt. Claussen says he had not been seal- 
ing since the close of the season. There 
is a question as to w the Shelby 
will have a claim against the United 
States government for legal seizure. 
Claussen thinks he has, but others say 
the fact that the Pheasant recognized the 
seizure exempts the United States from a 
claim for damages. 

The schooners Victoria, Ainoko and 
Kate were boarded by the United States 
cutters Bear and Rush, but were not 
seized. The captains simply sealed their 
arms and ordered them to Victoria. A re- 
port current here is that the schooner 
Mary Taylor has been seized. Officials 
say that they believe the rumor, but will 
not say which schooner was seized.

A PITIFUL SCENE. 


The Wife of a Jewish Rabbi Made

(Meager as ie the information about the 
logs of the Colima, the officiale of the 
company do not believe that the loss of 
life was as heavy as reported. This 
hopeful view of the case is not shared, 
however, by the friends and relatives of 
the passengers and crew in this city. The 
ship was lost on Monday night, and the 
fact that only one small boatload was 
picked up leads many to believe that the 
vessel went dows so rapidly that the. 
others did not have an opportunity to 
save themeelves. 

In support of their optimistic view of 
the situation, the officers of the company 
assert the Colima was so well 
equipped with small boats that she could 
hardly have gone to the bottom quickly 
enough to prevent everybody on board 
from getting away in eafety. General 
Passenger Agent Avery, who bas traversed 
the route many times, says that the ocean 
in the vicinity of Manzanillo is as calm 
as a millpond at this time of the 
year, and that the deep water 
along the coast enables steamers to make 
the entire trip to Panama in sight of 
land. At night, he says, they usually 
go out a mile or two farther for safety, 
but even then are within seven miles of 
fand. He argues, therefore, that if the 
Colima went down Monday night, as re- 
ported, the accident could hardly have 
been severe enough to prevent the amall 
boats from being lowered and everybody 
getting away in safety. Ne believes the 
passengers and crew got safely away from 
the Colima, and are now floating about 
in a becalmed wea, if they have not already 
reached shore. He says that if the boats 
had reached shore in safety the news of 
the event would probably not be received 
here within a day or two, from the fac: 
that the telegraph offices on that part of 
the Mexican coast are few and the facill- 
ties poor, The wires are strung on trees, 
he says, and messages are often delayed 
for days. In support of this assertion he 
cites the fact that the company has been 
unable to communicate with its agent at 
Manzanillo since the news of the accident 
was received. * 

But hopeful as are officials of the steam- 
ship company, each hour intensifies the 
feeling of Mose who had friends or rela- 
tives on the ship, that all except the 
nineteen who reached Manzanillo on the 
San Juan, were lost. All day long the 
office of the company has been besieged by 
an anxious crowd of watchers, awaiting 
some tidings from the III-fated ship.

THE BOILER BURST. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—A dispatch 
from Manzanillo says that the Colima’s 
boiled exploded last night at 11:15 o’clock 
between Punta San Celmo and Marganillo, 
fifty miles south of the latter port. The 
vessel turned and headed for Manzanillo, 
but foundered almost immediately. A boat 
with twenty-one men including Third Of- 
ficer Hansen lau and immediately 
pulled away for fear of the suction from 
the sinking ship. 

TWO SHATTLE PASSENGERS. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,.) May 29.—Bdward

when she foundered, left this city on May 
13, on the eteamer Umatilla and took 
passage on the Colima at San . 

Sutherland ie a carpenter, and had r 
sided in this city for some years. The 
day before the Umatilla sailed, as a re- 
sult of a conversation with Chiiberg con- 
cerning Central America,, he decided to 
go there and locate. Chilberg, who has 
not been accounted for, had made two 
previous trips to Central America for the 
purpose of establishing trade between that 
country and Puget Sound. On his present 
trip he intended to take charge of a mixed 
cargo, ‘which had been shipped on the 
barkentine Eureka. Chilberg le dut 28 
years of age, and leaves a widow. 

AN EXPLICIT DISPATCH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.—The Mer- 
chants’ Exchange has the following mes- 
sage from Manzanillo: “Steamer Colima 
a total wreck.

ANXIETY AT REDLANDS.

BIG FORTUNES. By a calculation 
made a short time go by an American 
statistician, as quoted by an English pa- 
per, it seems that seventy citizens of the 
United States possess among them an 
aggregate wealth of £540,600,000. That 


gives an average of about £7,500,000 for 
each person. To come to particulars: 
There was one estate returned as worth 
no less than £30,000,000. There were five 
individuals valued at 20,000,000; one 
valued at £14,000,000; two valued at £12,- 
000,000; six valued at £10 000,000; six 
valued at £8,000,000; four valued at £7 „000. 
000; thirteen valued at £6,000,000; ten 
valued at £5,000,000; four valued at £4,500,- 
we. and fifteen valued at £4,000,000. 
mmenting upon this estimate, Cham- 
der a Journal, a London publication says: 

The brain reels before such figures. 
They express measures of wealth which 
the ordinary mortal is powerless to grasp. 
Besides these seventy colossal fortunes, 
there are fifty other persons in the Northern 
States who are valued at over £2,000 ,000 
each, thirty of them men, valued in all 
at £90,000,000. There were some time ago 

nnsylvan possessing in the re- 
gate £60,000,000, and of sixty — in 
three villages near New York whose 
wealth aggregated £100,000,000. In Bos- 
ton fifty families pay taxes on annual in- 
comes of about £200,000 each. 

We have nothing to compare with such 
individual cases of wealth in Great Brit- 
ain. Baron Rothschild and Lord Over- 
stone each left about £3,500,000: the late 
Lord Dudley left £4,000,000; the late Duke 
of Buceleugh, estimated to be the richest 
Scotchman, left estates valued at £6,000, 
000. One living English duke is valued 
at £10,000,000 and another at £8 000,000, but 
could be added to these to 

e agains e ve 
above list of Axvetiona 

In 1884 there were only 104 persons rs 
the United Kingdom whose incomes from 
business profits were returned as over 
£50,000 a year. In 1886 there were only 
seventeen estates which paid probate duty 
on about £250,000 each. A comparison of 
these English figures with those of Amer- 
ican makes an interesting study in con- 
trasts in international progress. 


COMMERCIAL. 


THE WHEAT MARKET. Wheat-grow- 
ers and dealers in California have been 
watching the upward course of the mar- 
ket in the East with much interest during 
the past week, but so far have not reaped 
any financial benefit from the rise. The 

“storm center’’ of wheat, as it were, seems 
to be at Chicago, where the heaviest ad- 
vance has taken place. Prices have ad- 
vanced somewhat in Europe, but to noth- 
ing like the same extent as in Chicago. 
While values are thus advancing in Chi- 
cago and London, the price in San Fran- 
cisco has shown very little change. Such 
advance as there is in London is at once 
taken by the shipping men. The supply 
of vessels on the Coast is quite Umited, 
it is too late to get more vessels here, and 
so the consequence is that the ship-owners 
have things about their own way. 

This is not a very cheerful outlook for 
the wheat-growers of California, but it 
cannot last indefinitely. Should the ad- 
vance in Chicago prove to be permanent 
it must before long affect prices on this 
Coast. Meantime, the manner in which 
the wheat men are thus placed at the 
mercy of the ship-owners is a striking 
commentary on the necessity of securing 
the construction of the Nicaragua 
with as little delay as possible. 


DUN'S REVIEW. The month closes 
with hopeful indications. Advices from 
Bastern trade centers are encouraging. 
Prices on staples have an upward ten- 
dency, with more general confidence and 
improvement in demand for most lines of 
merchandise and our securities are finding 
ready market abroad. The most pleasing 
factor, however, is the voluntary increase 
of wages by several large manufacturing 
concerns. ~ 

Local retail trade has been good 
aggregates a considerable increase over 
May. 1894. 

Jobbers report good city trade. Coun- 
try orders a little slow, but collections 
improving, and, altogether, business for 
the month has ‘been satisfactory. 

Grange shippers are having a rather dis- 
couraging experience just now. Strawber- 
ries have for the present taken the place 
of oranges for breakfast fruit in the Mid- 
dle West, thus lessening the demand, but 
latest advices are to the effect that the 
great Michigan crop will soon be out of the 
. when a better demand is expected. 

astern demand for produce is only fair, 
with prices rather weak. Would it not 
be a wise plan to organize a produce ex- 
change in Los Angeles for the purpose of 
concerted action in marketing the . 
ucts of our soil? 

There have been thirteen failures 3 
ing the month, with labilities aggregating 
$72,500 and assets of $29,216. It should be 
said, however, that about $25,000 of these 
liabilities represent failures that really 
occurred a long time ago, but now being 
placed of record through a desire to seek 
relief in the insolvency court.

SHBEP SHIPPING. There is a prospect 
of a little improvement in the local sheep 
market. It is about time that things 
should improve a little, as the local sheep 
owners have been having a terribly hard 
time of late. As recently noticed in this 
column, quite a number of sheepmen who 
were until a year. or two ago reckoned 
among gur most substantial citizens, have 
been reduced to poverty through the effect 
of the new tariff on wool. 

The ray of hope referred to comes in 
the shape of a man from Denver. This 
man came here a short time ago for the 
purpose of buying cattle.. He saw that 
sheep were a great bargain at present 
prices, and not only purchased his cattle 
but also bought several thousand sheep 
for shipment to Denver. The prices paid 
were low, ranging from $1.50 to $2 for 
fat sheep, but even that is quite a relief 
to the local sheepmen, who have been un- 
able to dispose of their flocks at any price. 
Negotiations are now going on for more 
cheep, and the outlook is for somewhat 
of an improvement in the near future. 
The freight on sheep.to Denver is un- 
derstood to be about $1.50 per head. 


GENFRAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
OALIFORNIA TOBACCO. There is a 
prospect of another revival of interest in 
tobaeco- culture in the central part of the 
State. Every few years during the past 
quarter of a century, something has been 
written and talked about tobacco-culture 
and some efforts have been made in that 
direction, but they have never amounted 
to much, except one enterprise. that of J. 
D. Culp. of the Santa Chara Valley, who 
has had much expericence in raising 
tobacco in that valley. He claims that 
California is bound to become one of the 
best tobacco-producing States in the Union. 
Mr. Culp says he is already making big 
shipments of leaf tobacco to Eastern manu- 


facturers. Some time ago an English 
syndicate offered him $300,000 for his plant 


and his method of curing the leaf. In 
speaking of his experience in raising 
tobacco on California land, Mr. Culp said: 

While I consider it would be folly to 
attempt to raise cigar tobacco on some of 
the land of this State, I am convinced 
that California can become first among 
the tobacco-producing States. 4 con- 
eervative estimate as to the amount of 


tobacco grown in this State per acre, is 
1000 pounds; a reasonable price for it is 25 


cents per pound, and a liberal allowance 
— handling. growing — shipping would 

de $100 per acre, leaving a balance in 
favor of the grower of or of $150 per acre.”’

promising material, such as corn, straw, 
sawdust ant even old rags. Recently, a 
Frenchman invented a chemical substance 
which is many tinfes sweeter than sugar 
and will probably be eubstituted for sugar 
in some manufactured processes. The 
latest story im this line is that a mer- 
chantadle quality of sugar has been made 
of common illuminating gas at a cost less 
than is possibile from cane and beets. The 
next thing we mon some enterprising 
individudl win ya applying to the Council 
2 permission to tap the outfall sewer 
and start a caramel factory. 


WEATHER BULLETIN. The weather- 
crop bulletin of Southern California for 
the week ending Monday, May 27, iesued 
by Observer George E. Franklin, says: 

The days ‘were generally warm, but the 
nights were cool, with considerable fog 
in the coast districts, which precipitated 
moisture enough to be appreciable to root 
crops, and Weh caused the temperature 
means to range Delow the seasonal aver- 
ages. Light ers of rain fell at the 
close of the we®k in several localities, but 
the precipitation Was not sufficient to be 
of benefit. Dry mortherly winds and the 
ecant rainfall of late causes irrigation wa- 
ter to be in demand. Haying ie about 
over, and heading of the barley crop has 
begun. Army Worms have about stopped 
work, after causing considerable dam- 
age: 

San Luis Obiepo—The weather wae fa- 
vorable for all crops. Hay is cured and 
grain harvest is im progress. Highest tem- 
* 72 deg.; lowest temperature, 42 


Ventura wcounty—Bardsdale: General 
donditions favorable, except that a cut 
worm, numero enough to be called an 
army ‘worm, ie destroying beans in some 
Spots, causing a replant. A few hot days 
will 1 their work. 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles city: 
The temperature ranged slightly below the 
average; no rain fell in the city, but a 
slight hower fell at the chose of the week 
on the Sierra foothills. An exhibit at the 
Chamber of Commerce demonstrates that 
cherries can be successfully grown in the 
foothiH country. Highest temperature, 74 
deg.; lowest, 49 deg. Pasadena: The 
weather continued cool and cloudy. Hay 
mostly cured, and ie a large crop. Fruit 
is doing excellently. Worms mostly gone. 
Highest temperature, 78 deg.; lowest, 44 
deg.; 3-100 of an inch of rain fell on the 
27th. Verdugo: Dry winds make in- 
creased demand for irrigation water. 
Strawberries are abundant; 
are ripening slowly. Orchardiste are busy 
thinning peaches; hay generally all cut. 
Duarte: The past week was more or less 
cloudy, with a Tight rain on the 19th and 
20th, amounting to .21 of an inch. Hay- 
ing is about over, and the orange crop 
is about gathered. All crops are growing 
nicely. Highest temperature, 80 deg.; low- 
est, 52 deg. ‘The rainfall for the season 
to date amounts to 24.88 inches. Pomona: 
The weather for two weeks past has been 
cool, with high or low fogs nearly every 
morning, which has been favorable to 
worms and mot best for crops generally. 
The worm have not, however, done much 
damage. It la now ‘well settled that the

Low Grain Rates. 


BUFFALO (N. v.) May 29.—Three hun- 
dred canal-boats are lying rotting in the 
water at Buffalo as the result of the low 
freight rates on grain to New York. The 
shipments of grain from the West are 
fully up to the average so far this season, 

the terminal elevators having already 
handled 3,500,000 bushels; yet out of this 
the canals have only had three boatloads, | 
notwithstanding the very low rates offered 
by the boatnien, 1% for wheat and 1% for 
oats. The explanation given by the canal 
men of the enormous decline in business 
is that railroads have agents in every cor- 
ner of the country and by added facilities 
are able to keep cutting down the rates 
until a scale has been reached which is 
ruinously low. It is further said that 
1000 bushels are now being put into one 

car, while four or five hundred bushels 
were considered a carload a few years 
ago. Altogether, the old Erie Canal, 

which originally perhaps made the Em- 
pire State what she is, is passing through 
a far from bright stage of its history.

Today, in fancy, we hear 
ence more the echo of the rebel guns at 
Sumter which startled the nation from 
its sense of security and made the loyal 
North spring as one man to the defense 
of the flag Which had been assailed. The 
world never before witmessed euch an 
upspringing of the masses, euch fervor 
of devotion to country and to freedom 
as was then manifested by the loyal men 
of the land. The farmer forsook his 
plow, the blacksmith his forge, the 
man of business and affairs all the con- 
cerns of bie daily life, while the student, 
the college professor, the journalist end 
the minister alike left their vocations 
and turned their eyes to the old flag, 
which to them represented the -hope of 
the race, determined, it weed be, 80 die 
in its defense. 

And today, once again, the nation 
stands in the presence of her sacred dead, 
before the graves of that great army of 
patniote who gave their lives a sacrifice 
that freedom might be perpetuated, that 
the manhood of man might be preserved, 
and that “a government of the people, 
for the people and by the people should 
mot perish from the earth.” 

For the love of country these heroes 
freely accepted death. They were most 
of them young men who d'ed—men before 
whom the paths of the future stretched 
out invitingly, filled with the iight of 
young hopes and young lite's dreams. 
Pour hundred thoteand of those who 
went forth in the full strength of their 
young manhood “lie dead for you and 
me"’—dead, that their stricken land shoul 
mot die, and that the flag of freedom 
should forever wave, as it waves today, 
over a united people. Life was as noth- 
ing to them in the scale against lberty, 
and so they went forth from every town 
and hamlet and city in the land to die 
that America might have a future 
crowned with the glory and immortality 
of freedom. 

And what a heritage is this which they 
bequeathed to us—a continent of space, 
stretching from ocean to ocean, where 
the right of man to be a man is recog- 
nized, and hie liberty cannot be assailed. 
A land of the church, the schoolhouse 
and the printing press, of free homes 
and sovereign citizenship and of the 
highest civilization known to the work. 
(A country independent of great standing 
armies, and whose young men are de- 
voted to the arts and industries; where 
science and invention are active and the 
best promise for the future of the race 
és found. 

And shall we not reverence the mem- 
ory of those who fought for us in that 
dark hour when the nation’s life was 
imperilled, and who fell om the battle 
fields of the war, or died in the hospitals 
or loathsome prison pens for freedom’s 
sake? Shall we not teach our children 
to hallow their memories and be true 
to the cause for which they died? Shall 
mot the day be kept, as it was intended 
to be kept, as a day sacred to the memory 
of the most exalted patriotiem and seit- 
sacrifice? Shall we ever so far forget the 
price which the nation’s martyrs paid 
to secure the continuance of the blessings 
of freedom which we enjoy es to make 
of the day one of idle pleasure and sel- 
fish enjoyment. The picnic, the race- 
course and the varied pursuits of plea- 
sure are not becoming to this political 
Sabbath of the nation, but rather 
should we gather to hear the splendor of 
their deeds rehearsed, and where our 
ehildren may learn the price paid for the 
Ddlessings which they enjoy. If those who 
laid themselves upon the altar of their 
country are to be so soon forgotten, well 
may & be said that republics are un- 
grateful. But Americans will not for- 
get. From year to year, as long as the 
mation continues, shall her sons gather 
t strew fresh flowers upon these Con- 
secrated graves, and the turf shall be kept 
green above them. song and in story 
shall their brave 4 be commemorated. 
The four hundred thousand graves where 
west the ashes of our immortal dead 
all be the perpetual reminders of the 
value of our free institutions and the 
pricelessness of our liberties. We can 
mot tell the sum which they have cost 
us unt we can estimate the worth of 
the suffering and the blood which were 
given in their defense, or weigh the an. 
guish and the woe of broken hopes and 
crushed hearts.

CITY BONDS. 


The report brought back from New 
York by City Attorney Dunn as to the 
validity of the school bonds, the head- 
works water bonds, and the police station 
bonds, is highly encouraging. Judge Dil- 
lon, from whom Mr. Dunn obtained the 
opinion, is a recognized authority on ques- 
tions of the kind. He is the chief attor- 
ney for the Gould interests, and has had 
great experience in dealing with matters 
pertaining to municipal and other bonds. 
Judge Dillon's opinion is sufficient to give 
the school and other bonds a good stand- 
ing in the market. There is not much 
doubt that they will sell advantageously. 

As to the refunding bonds, purchased 
by Street, Wykes & Co., but subsequently 
refused by them on the ground that they 
are unconstitutional, Mr. Dillon believes 
them to be valid, but advises that the 
question of their validity be submitted to 
the Supreme Oourt. This is evidently 
good advice. If a gase be made up and 
taken to the Supreme Court, a decision 
thereon will be final, and thus will dispose 
of a vexed question. 


It these refunding 


bonds are not valid, and if the debt which, 


they represent cannot be refunded, it 
must be paid promptly by the city upon 
maturity. It is highly necessary that we 
should know just where we are at in this 
matter, and to that end a Supreme Court 
decision should be sought at the earliest 
possible time. 


A few days ago the dispatches from 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, 
Michigan and, in fact, from most of the 
States east of the Rocky Mountains, re- 
ported extremely low temperatures and 
killing frosts. Now the dispatches tell a 
different story. Hot winds have been 
blowing over Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas and other States, shriveling the 
vegetation which escaped the severe frosts 
of only a few days before, and causing 
widespread destruction. In Nebraska the 
hot winds carried large volumes of sand 
which did great injury by covering 
or partly covering the growing crops. In 
some sections of the afflicted regions 
Grouth is added to the other discomforts 
and losses to which the people have deen 
subjected.

The 
law also provides that in case a member 
of the chain gang ie guilty “of ineurrec- 
tion or attempt at insurrection” he may 
be deemed guilty of a capital offense and 
punished with death. it is evident that 
the Georgia law belongs in the same cat- 
egory as the old-time blue lawe, and sadly 
needs revision. 


Chicago dispatches say that criminal 


prosecutions will probably not be pushed 
against Debs, Howard and their co-con- 
spirators, now that the Supreme Court has 
decided in effect that they must go to 
jail for contempt of court. No good rea- 
eon is apparent why the criminal prosecu- 
tion ehould be dropped in these cases. 
Debs, et al., were no less guilty of criminal 
acts thap they were guilty of contempt of 
court. Their guilt in each case is clear 
and beyond successful denial. They should 
be punished for the one offense as well as 
the other. 


Says the Iowa State Register, very truly: 
“The free-sliverites generally count on 
California. There is, however, a great 
deal of honest-money sentiment in the 
Golden State. California can easily be 
made the nucleus of a large Pacific Coast 
sound-doliar sentiment. The West is not so 
hopelessly in the clutches of the free 
silverites as some men would make it out

California had, on January 1, 1895, just 
1,255,358 head of live cattle within her 
borders, or about one head of stock for 
every inhabitant. No fear of a beef fam- 
ine here. 


The lobster-catching season in this 
State has closed. It is unlawful to catch 
lobsters in California waters until July 
13. The new law says that it is unlawful 
for any one to hace lobsters in ‘his pos- 
session during the closed season. 


San Diego merchante say that they are 
now doing a better business than they 
did during the winter season. More vis- 
itors are noticed on the. streets of that 
city than during the winter. Many new 
residences and business blocks are being 
duilt there. 


The people of Redlands are patridtic as 
well as progressive. The Stars and 
Stripes float from every schoolhouse in 
that city. As The Times has before re- 
marked, if the national flag were kept 
floating from all schoolhouses in the 
United States it would give each and 
every pupil an impressive object lesson in 
patriotism. 


The fact that Califorfia’s fruit crop for 
1894 was valued at 350,000,000, or $10,- 
000,000 more than the value of the gold 
mined in the State, points to che fact that 
the agricultural and pomological products 
of all the “silver States are’ far more 
valuable than the combined output of gcid 
and silver. Yet no one seems to think 
that grain, fruit, vegetables, :aeat, wool 
and hides are discriminated against be- 
cause they are not monetized. 


No matter how vociferously the Iowa 
papers, in their fits of jealousy, may tell 
lies about Southern California, there is 
dne Iowa man now at the Silver Gate 
who will always have a good word for 
us. Southern California has tickled this 
man immensely, because her prolific ocean 
waters have furnished him recently with 
a 350-pound jewfish and a dozen sharks 
ranging in weight anywhere from several 
hundred up to a thousand pounds. He 
caught all of these big fish on a hand 
line, and feels very proud of bis achieve- 
ments. 


The annual lemon crop of California is 
about 40,000 boxes, and that of Florida 
about 60,000. The aggregate crops of the 
two States are insignificant in compari- 
son to the immense quantities of lemons 


imported. In 1893 the receipts of lemons | 


in this country from Mediterranean ports 
amounted to 2,595,901 boxes, and the re- 
ceipts this year will be approximately as 
extensive. Of this immense quantity of 
lemons imported only about 150,000 boxes 
come from Spain, nearly all of the rest 
coming from Sicily. The number of 
lemons in a box ranges from 300 to 360. 


Postoffice Inspector Herbert Thrall at- 
tends to business very carefully in South- 
ern California, as is instanced by the ex- 
perience of a San Diego woman. She 
wrote a letter on the margin of a news- 
paper to a friend in Whittier and in- 
closed the paper in a i-cent wrapper.

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DRUMMER BOYS IN THE WAR 


HOW AGALLANT DRUMMER BOY SAVED THE LIFE OF HIS 
ADJUTANT. 


~ 


Drummer-boy Sports in Camip—Petted by ths Army and Natives—Three 
New York Drummer Boys and Their Careers - How They 
Lived—How They Were Punished—Two 
New York Drummers. 


(From a Special 


NEW YORK, May 20.—A few years ago 
a littie group of Federal veterans visited 
the famous Virginia battle ground known 
to Northern soldiers as Antietam, and 
those who fought under the stars and bars 
as Sharpsburg. The visitans were members 
of the Hawkins Zouave Association of New 
York, and during the war they had fought 
together in the gallant Hawkins Zouaves 
(Ninth New York Volunteers.) On Septem- 
ber 17, 1862, this regiment played a most 
important part at Antietam, and the recent 
wisit had to do with selecting the site of 
the erection of a monument upon a patch 
of ground, directly in the line lately pur- 
chased for that purpose, followed by the 
„Tous Zous“ in the mad charge which 
has gone into history as More disastrous in 
respect of mortality than the famous 
charge of the Six Hundred at Balaklava. 
For only 47 per cent. of the light brigade's 
brave men were mown down by shot and 
shell, while 63 per cent. of the red-capped 
„Fous were out in the bloody 
charge at Antietam. 

Prominent among the group of visitors 
was a man of soldierl} bearing, though of 
bu: little more than a boy's stature, 
whose laughing Dive eyes, mobile lips and 
ruddy face are even yet boyish; and the 
first ume he set foot upon the field of

Antietam he was a indeed—one of 
the drummers of the Hawkins Zouaves. 
His name is J. C. Julius Langbein. He 
was the youngest drummer enlisted from 
New York State, and the third youngest in 
the Federal army. and he has a record 
for bravery upon the field such as any sol- 
dier might be proud of. This record is 
written not merely upon the memories of 
himself and his comrades; it is so inscribed 
in the archives of the United States gov- 
ernment, which has testified its gratitude 
by awarding him one of those pare medala 
of honor granted only “for conspicuous 
acts of bravery or self-sacrifice and not 
for acts wholly within the line of official 
duty, however nobly performed.“ 80 far 
as 1 have been «able to learn he is the 
only drummer thus distinguished. 
HOW LANGBEIN WON HIS MEDAL. 


Young Langbein was the smallest mem- 
ber of the drum corps of his regiment, and 
his face was so plump and girlish, and 
his figure so slight that he was known by 
all bis comrades as Jennie,“ @ nickname 
given to him by a sobMiter, who said the 
lad looked just like his sweetheart at home 
im the North. 

The battle of Camden, known to the 
Confederate as the batte of Sawyer's 
Lane, though not one of the most famous 
in the civil war, was a hotly-contested en- 
gagement nevertheless. It occurred dur- 
ing the expedition sent to destroy the Cul- 
pepper jock at the southern end of the 
Dismal Swamp Canal, in the rear of the 
city of Norfolk, Va., and one of its notable 
features was a charge by ‘he Hawkins 
“Zous,"" was so disastrous as the one at 
Antietam, but as daring. It was during 
this mad dash that Adjt. Thomas L. Bar- 
tholomew, who had “Jennies” 
mother to keep special watch over her 
boy and between whom and the ‘ad the 
closest comradeship existed, was struck 
down by a fragment of an exploding sbell, 
which plowed a frightiil furrow in bis 
neck. In time of action 1 is the duty of 
the musicians to act as an ambulance 
corps; to look after the wounded and to 
carry them on stretches to the rear.

When this officer was wounded he did rot 
fall at once, but staggered outside of the 
Federal ranks and in a momeat was be- 
tween the hostile lines.

out to search far him. He had lost him- 
self, and when found was very near the 
enemy’s line, and, as he was brought in, 
perched on the back of a member of the 
rescuing party, the entire regiment broke 
into cheers. At the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, December 13, 1863, while the Con- 
federates were shelling the Union army 
from “Bloody Mary's Heights, and just 
before the charge upon the heights, the 
boy was so stunned by a shot which struck 
in his émmediate neighborhood, that he 
was revived with the greatest difficulty. 
At the siege of Norfolk a Confederate 
sharpshooter shot off the tassel on his 
fez, and at Antietam, when because of his 
fatigue, me was placed upon a horse by 
a comratie under the pretext that the 
animal must be cared for, the horse was 
shot under the boy as he was crossing 
the famous stone bridge. This did not 
wem to upset the little fellow's nefves, 
however, for he calmly picked himself 
up, and en d by his friends, was 
beating his drum for dear life; while 
bullets flew thick about him. Jennie 
Langbein was in the datties of South 
Mounten, Frederi nd at the 
capture of Forts Clark 
among others. He desired at the -close 
of the war to enter the military academy 
at Woet Point, and secured the indorse- 
ment of Gene: Geddy, Sedgwick, Sum- 
ner and Burnside. The last named was 
especially interested in the lad's fu- 
ture, and the two were on their way to 
Washington to see President Lincoln 
about the appointment when the latter 
was killed by the bullet of Booth. 


WAR. 


This changed the entire course of young 
Langbein's lite. When he was mustered 
out with his regiment he took a college 
course, studied law and has been practic- 
ing the profession ever since 1872, baving 
formed a partnership with his brother, ex- 
State Senator George 8. Langbein 

As A lawyer and in public life the drum- 
mer boy has been successful, having 
served a term or two in the lower house 
of the New York Legislature and a term 
as city judge. 

He has also written ene or two flaw 
books, a history of the American flag, and

journals. He has likewise served full time 
as A member of the State militia since the 
war, sing to the rank of captain, and is 
a prominent Grand Army man in New 
York. He still preserves his drum, with 
the original belt and sticks. The drum 


once struck by a piece of an exploding 
shell; but it is well preserved and once 
im a while the ex-judge and busy mam of 
affairs takes it down and beats a reveille 
upon it, just to keep his hand in. He 
could hardly meet with a misfortune that 
would distress him more than the destruc- 
tion of the battered old drum he- used to 
eat im the war times. 

TWO OTHER NEW YORK DRUMMERS. 

Two drummers who went to the front 
together, were near each other in the Fed- 
eral army for three long vers, came home 
together, married sisters, and now live 
but a few blocks apart in New York, 
were Fred Ritachy and Philip Oorell. 
Neither was yet 15 when both enlisted as 
drummers in the Untom Coast Guards, 
afterward known as the Ninty-ninth New 
York Volunteers. Young Ritschy was up 
to all sorts of tricks, and for one of them 
the men in his regiment were truly grate- 
ful. It was at Fort Monroe, where the 
Twentieth New York Volunteers were en- 
camped next to the Ninty-ninth. 

“The soldiers cof the Twentieth were 
nearly all Germans,” said Ritschy \the 
other day. in relating his experiences in 
the South, and so they were allowed to 
have beer. In fact this could not have 
been prevented, but as our boys could not 
plead Teutonic nationality, beer was scarce 
in our camp, Occasionally our men would 
o over to the camp of the Twentieth and 
get some beer, and being restrained from 
its regular use, would come home drunk. 
This caused the issuing of an order for- 
bidding members of the Ninety-ninth from 
visiting the Twentieth. I had a football, 
which I had sent home for, and I got the 
drummers together. When we began kick- 


ing the ball the men joined in, while the

officers looked on, applauding. Suddenly 
I said to a big tall chap: What's the 
matter with kicking that ball over into 
the other camp. Then when everybody 
runs after it you can get a drink.’ 

“The words werep scarcely out of my 
mouth before the ball went flying into 
the camp of the Twentieth, and the men 
follewed, helter-skelter. When the men 
came back, having got the beer all right, 
as well as the bail, they told us we were 
hard to beat, and the officers laughed, 
and no one was punished, though they 
knew weil enough that the boys of the 
Ninety-ninth had elaked their thinst. 
HOW DRUMMER BOYS WERE PUN- 

ISHED. 

“Punishments came occasionally, how- 
ever, and sometimes to drummers who 
were too frisky. The worst punishment I 
ever received was during the Peninsula 
campaign. Our regiment got orders that 


were reinforced and the Federals had to 
retreat, and so hastily that it was not a 
question of taking care of the wounded. 
the circumstances the adjutant wou)d |

HOW THE DRUMMER BOYS LIVED. 


„We lived tho same as the soldiers,” Mr. 
Ritschy went om “being served with the 
same sort of uniforms, generally too big, 
and the same sort of rations. We messed 
together the same as the soldiers, and 
tented together, being furnished some- 
times with A tents and sometimes with 
Sibley tents—round and poined. At Bur- 
folk, where we were kept @ long time 
doing nothing, but where the enemy's bul- 
lets used often to fly very uncomfortably, 
we had a Sibley tent which we used as a 
roof, on the top of walls of earth four or 
five feet high. We were comparatively 
safe from the whizzing bits of lead When 
we were in.these tents; for although the 
bullets could pass through the upper por- 
tion of our little house, they were stopped 
by the earthen walls of the lower portion. 
One day, however, as one of our boys Was 
sitting with his back to the embankment 
writing a letter on his drum, there was a 
sharp ping.“ He jumped straight up in 
the alr ami we thought he had been shot. 
He hadn't, though; but the bullet had 
plowed its way along his trousers“ — 
shitting the cloth and leaving a long. 
mark on the flesh.“

THE RIGORS OF DRUM PRACTICE. 


When Fred Ritschy and Philip Corel 
went to the front, they and the others In 
their regiment had to devote hours each 
day until they were all proficient in drum 
practice. Their instructor, a white-baired 
Scotchman who had been in the Crimean 
war, was Very strict, often keep ng the 
boys at their drill until it seemed as 
though their arms would break. At 
first the soldiers rather enjoyed hearing 
the drum practice, but this relish did not 
last, and finally the boys were sent out 
of the lines to some distant place in the 
woods for drum practice. It i on record 
that sometimes they found other employ- 
ments than drumming, such as fishing, 
swimming, and boating, while their drums 
lay hidden somewhere. There were twenty 
drummers to each regiment when the corps 
wes full, and a certain number of each 
corps were ‘told off as fighters. 

Both Ritschy and Corell are sober busi- 
ness men today, and both are enthusiastic 
members of the Grand Army, and, like 
Judge Langbein, always participate in Me- 
morial day observances. It was Mr. Rits- 
chy who, when it was desi to raise 
money for the pedestal of the Bartholdi 
statue of Liberty in the Harbor of New 
York, raised a flute and drum band of 
séventy-five boys and gave concerts in the 
streets of New York, from which over 
$1100 was realized. They were both great 
favorites of Col. Wardrop, who cummanded 
the Ninety-ninth New York Volunteers, 
and the picture of the colonel and the 
two ex-d taken together, shows 
the three as they now appear.

‘STILL CONTESTED. 


Receivership of the Oregon 
Short Line. 


Belief Expressed That the Burlington’ 
Will Build Through to 
the Pacific. 


New Passenger Coaches for Southern 
California— Prominent Rail- 
way Officials—Party of 
Excursionists. 


The contest over the receivership of the 

Short Line and Utah Northern 
railroad lines, bas entered on a new pnase. 
Tueeday’s dispatches stated that J.) M. 
Egan had been confirmed by the courts 
as receiver of the two roads, but the fol- 
lowing dispatch received last night goes 
to show that he is a long way yet from 
being in possession. The dispatch is dated 
from Omaba and reads as follows: 

“Mr. Egan cannot gain possession of the 
Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern 
raliroad lines until the American Loan 
and Trust Company complies with Judge 
Sanborn’s order, which: must be extended 
by orders yet to be made by Judge Gil- 
bert at Portland at a hearing set for Mon- 
day next and Judge Merritt, at Salt Lake, 
at a hearing not yet set. Judge Samborn's 
order extended the other juriediction to 
require the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany to immediately pay all defaulted first- 
mortgage interests on the entire system. 
Interest in default is now $1,000,000, includ- 
ing the interest of the Utah and Northern 
Comsclidated fives, amounting to $46,000. 
This amount will de reduced by the ap- 

tien of $580,000, which Judge San- 
rn, yesterday afterfioon, upon further 
consideration, determined it would be safe 
to direct the presem receivers to advance 
for that purpose. Efforts were made to 
secure an agreement from the representa-, 
tive of the American Loan and Trust Com- 
y that the interest on the Utah and 
Northetp consolidated bonds will also be 
paid, but the efforts were fruitiess. Judge 
Sanborn further requires that company to 
meet all future accruing first mortgage 
interest payments, the largest of which 
falis due im the next two or three months. 
While the present receivers will make no 
contest at Portland, the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern RailWay Company 
and many of its bomihemers will contest 
the right to make any order for raising 
money by receivers’ certificates to pay off 
the interest which the American Loan and 
Trust Company must pay, and any such 
order, if made, will be at once appealed 
from." 
THOROUGHLY SATISMED. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) May 29.—Senator Thur- 
ton said that while the receivers could 
not claim a complete victory they were 
thoroughly satisfied with the . equitable 
and just order made by Judge Sanborn in 
the Oregon Short Line case. lle said the 
receivers to the property would take it 
with many burdens and he cave forth 
the impression that the order was simply 
the opening gun in what promieed to be 
the most exciting campaign in Western 
railroad annals.

MORE OF THE STRANGE DEATH 
OF JOE COLMONT. 


The Coroner’s Jury Bring in a Ver- 
dict of Suicide but it Smacks 
Strongly of 4 Foul Kur- 
der—Brevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 29.—(Spectial 
Correspondence.) The Coroner and om- 
olala who went up the canyon to investi- 
gate the death of Joseph Colmont, re- 
turned late last night, heaving formed a 
verdict of suicide from a bullet through 
his heart, the only possible inference to 
be deduced from the testimony of the 
neighbors and a view of the ruins. The 
witnesses all testified that the old man, 
who was suffering from an abscess, had 
Often expressed a wish to end his life and 
had even told how he would do the deed 
by: firing his rifle with his toe while sit- 
ting on his bed, and the position of the 
body, the gun barrel holding an exploded 
Smell, bis shoes being off and deceased in 
his stocking feet when he died, all nt 
that way, but had he been murdé the 
man who commted the deed, if cognisant 
of these mutterings of the old man, could 
have had affairs tally to an iota with the 
supposed circumstanc and even would 
be more particular in arranging every- 
thing to match the case than the suicide 


almselt. 
is the third of a series in 
that canyon that are all closely connected. 
First, Gauriat killed Jesse Taylor, 
neighbor, over a slight misunderstand- 
ing. At the trial W. L. Taber and James 
Medlin were both witnesses. One Sunday 
in March, soon after the trial, Taber and 
his wife took dinner at Medlin's cabin, 
Mrs. Taber cooking the meal, and after 
dinner they strolled down to Joseph Col- 
mont’s cabin for some wine, as the old 
Frenchman usually kept a supply. The 
ranchés were all in a row, Gatiriat, Taber, 
Medlin and Colmont. As they left Col- 
mont's on that du y afternoon, Tabet 
and Medlin got to quarreling ostensibly 
over the testimony euch gave at thetrial of 
Gauriat, as they differed somewhat, though 
it ie generally thought the real cause of 
the quarrel included Mrs. Taber and the 
manner of Medlin in what he said or done 
while she was at Medlin’s cabin getting din- 
ner, but, whatever the cause, Taber ran 
ahead to Medlin’s cottage, seized Medlin's 
own gun and chot the latter with it. One 
of the principal witnesses of the shooting 
besides Joseph Colmont, was a _lime- 
burner named T. E. Holt, and there is a 
rumor that the latter has disappeared and 
cannot be found for the trial of Taber, 
which occurs June 20. Whether he has 
gone off voluntarily, been frightened away, 
or has fallen a victim to some enemy, and 
perhaps destroyed all trace by burying 
him in his own lime, which would eat the 
body up, are simple theories and rumors 
that have arisen from the discussion of 
the death of Colmont, but which the ver- 
dict Of suicide may set at rest, though 
there are some who decline to accept that 
verdict as a solution of the mystery, say- 
ing that a person could have shot Col- 
mont and the body and gun in 
that position, even going so far as to take 
off his shoes, and then fired.the cabin to

WHEELMEN’S PAGEANT. 


IT WAS A PRETTY AND SUCCESS- 
FULLY-CONDUCTED SHOW. 


About a Thousand Cyclists in Line. 
All Kinds of Wheels and Ladies 
in Bloomers—Only One 
Accident Reported. 


The bicycle pageant last night was the 
most successful affair of the kind ever 
attempted in Southern California. It was 
the first time that any effort was made to 
get the wheelmen and wheelwomen of the 
city to turn out in a body. It is not an 
exaggeration to say that there were 1000 
in line; some estimated the number as 
high as 1500. By no means all of these 
were boys. There were 4 great many 
ladies and gentlemen in line who ride the 
silent steed for business and pleasure, and 
not a few of the riders were taxpayers. 
As a demonstration in favor of good and 
better roads the parade was a decided 
success. 

The procession formed at Fifth and 
Broadway and began to move at about 8:30 
p.m. Grand Marshal 8. H. Laverty was 
at the head of the column. Following 
him was a platoon of police on wheels, 
consisting of Capt. Roberts and ten of his 
stalwart men. Next was a four-in-hand, 
conveying a brass band, the only turnout 
in the procession that was not propelled 
by foot power. After the band came the 
members of the Los Angeles Wheel- 
men, making a very fine appearance. 
Then came a squad of lady cyclists and 
their male escorts. Following them were 
various bicycle clubs containing from 
half a dozen to half a hundred members; 
after them detached wheelmen in great 
numbers. 

The line of march was north on Bkfoad- 
way to Third; east on Third to Main; 
north on Main to Temple; south on Spring 
to Seventh; west on Seventh to Grand 
avenue: south on Grand avenue to Pico; 
west on Pico Figueroa; south on 
Figueroa to A s; west on Adams to 
and around St. James Park; then counter- 
march via Adam, Figueroa, Pico, Grand 
avenue, Seventh and Broadway, to place of 
beginning. 

The procession was about a mile and 
a quarter long, and was about an hour 
and a quarter in covering the line of 
march. The streets were thronged with 
speetators all along the line, at some 
places, crowding the riders so that they 
could searcely pass single file. 

The Chamber of Commerce was gaily 
mummmated in ‘honor of the occasion, and 
to show the sympathy of that organiza- 
tion with the wheelmen in their endeavor 
do secure better roads. Several resiiences 
on Figueroa street and at St. James Park 
were also tiluminated. Everywhere tbe 
crowds were good-natured and cheered the 
wheelmen. 

Every wheel carried from two to a 
dozen Chinese lanterns, the whole mak- 
ing a most gorgeous effect. Some of the 
wheels had masts, spars and jibbooms 
like a ship, from which were suspended 
lanterns. Some of these devices were 
quite unique. One enterprising bicycle 
house had two bicycles coupled together 
so as to make a quadruplet. This had a 
canopy over it which was handsomely 
illuminated. The design was evolved in 
the fertile brain of J. J. Manley. Wiliam 
Cowan and lady also had a very hand- 
some ‘double rig.“ 

All sorts of wheels were in the parade, 
including two old eixty-inch ordinaries, an 
old-fashioned Star,an Eagle, tandems, trip- 
lets, the Wolf duplex and quadruplet. There 
were at least half a dozen tandems 
manned each by a lady and a gentleman. 

There were all told sixty or seventy 
ladies in line, some of them in very 
striking costumes. Grand Marshal Lav- 
erty had some difficulty in distinguishing 

n some of the ladies in bloomers 
and the male corchers.“ He was sev- 
eral times heard to give the command, 
“Line up, boys,” when he was looking 
squarely at specimens of new 
woman.“ 

There were few accidents, about the 
only serious one being to the grand 
marshal. He dismounted to assist in dis- 
entangling several girls whose wheels had 
interlocked, when a lath attached to a 
handle-bar from which lanterns were 
pendant flew around and struck him below 
the eye, raising a lump as big as a goose 
egg. Arnica applied at the Receiving 
‘Hospital after the parade was over re- 
duced the swelling. 

Some hoodlums on Adams street, where 
one would least expect to find hoodlums. 
threw.stones and oranges at the lanterns 
on the wheels as the procession passed by. 
Fortunately no one was injured dy this 
vandalism. Some boys had put broken 
glass on the asphalt at St. James Park, 


but no tires were punctured, so far as 
known. 

There was not much regularity of move- 
ment, most of the riders — $6 at ran- 
dom, but altogether it was a very pleas- 
amt and picturesque pageant.

There was another very enjoyable even- 
ing spent at Turnverein Hall last night. 
The concert seemed to divert the crowd 
for a considerable time, after which the 
booths were inspected with evident satis- 
faction. The programme, which has been 
arranged for this evening has been dedi- 
cated to the G. A. R., and will commem- 
orate the day we celebrate with becoming 
dignity.
